In view of the amendment filed on May 22nd 2002, the art rejections have been 
withdrawn, the claims however, have the following 112 issues: 



1 . Claims 1-20 and 43-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is vague and indefinite as to whether "organic vehicle" is equivalent as "organic 



component" and "organ^^ Applicant is required to clarify and distinguish 
between these three items. 

In claim 16, it is vague and indefinite, as to whether of not "a solvent" is the same 
as "an organic solvent". ' ' ^ ' 



In claims 43, 47, 61 and 55, the term "and/or" is vague and Indefinite. Applicant 
is required to be specific in the ingredients. 

2. This application contains claims 23-42 drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 6. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancelation 
of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Claims 21 and 22 will be rejoined for the claims includes allowable subject matter 
which includes the conductive paste.
